BOILER EXPLODES AT 
TOLEDO 


One Man Is Killed and a Ton of Iron 


Is Hurled Half a Mile. 


Toledo. March 17.—In a boiler ex- 


plosion which wrecked a large part of 
the East Toledo Mills of the Republic 
Iron and Steel Company, one man was 
killed and two others were burned so 
badly that they may die. 
The dead 


man was John Thompson, water ten- 
der, of Flndlay. It will never be known 
bow tho accident occurred, as Thomp- 
son was tho only one near tho boiler. 
Tbe top of the boiler, weighing a ton, 
was blown through tho air half a mile, 
and gauged in a holo twenty feet deep 
in the ground. Iron flues by tbo dozen 
were driven deep Into tho earth. Olio 
end of the mill was blown out, causing 
damage of $40.000.

PATRON SAINT OF SONS OF THE 


EMERALD ISLE. 


MANY STORIES TOLD OF HIM 


His Memory Is Ever 
Dear to the 


Hearts of All Irish- 


men. 


All over the civilized world today, 


•wherever a son of tho "atjldsod" has 
planted his foot the green 
will 
be 


worn. 
Today Is St. Patrick's day. 


and every true son of Erin will do 
all honor to his patron saint. 
Eng- 


land may have Its St. Geoge and Scot- 
land Its St. Andrew, but to Ireland, 
and through Ireland tho whole world 
today celebrates St. 
Patrick's day. 


Though a down-trodden and oppress- 
ed people on their own soil, tho Irish- 
man has never let his faith In his 
patron saint waver and today In tho 
meanest hut on the Emerald Isle tho 
hardy peasant Is celebrating In his 
small way. 


It has been said of the Irishman 


that he lands In America without a 
cent and builds a home for his Lord 
before he builds one for 
himself. 


This Is true and 
while tho day Is. 


more strictly speaking a church day 
of the 
Roman Catholic church, still 
there Is many -a protestnnt who has 
worn tho little badge of green all this 
day to show that he still loves the 
home of his forefathers. 


St. Patrick's birth and his early 


bringing up have been tho subject of 
much dispute and endless debate on 
tile part of historians 
and 
church 
writers. 
By some It Is clalme;! that 
ho was born In Scotland; the famout; 
hymn of "Flaac" expressly says he 
was born In "Ncmthnr." now Dum- 
barton, on the Clyde, and many hair- 
splitting disquisitions have been ad- 
vanced to prove "Tabnernlae" and 
Nemthur are the same place. 
It Is 
clear, however, that St. Patrick was 
not a Scotchman. 
There never was 
but one Scotch saint, and even ho 
was not a Scotchman. 
U seems that 


God either would not or 
could not, 


make a saint out of a Scotchman, 
•while on tho other hand. He made all 
the Irish all saints. 
Ireland 
Is 


known In church theology as tho "Isl- 
and of Saints." 


U Is claimed 
by others that ho 


•was a Roman student who had a call 
to go to Ireland and teach the Irish 
ami that he accepted the call and 
came. 
Others hold that ho did not 


belong to the Church of Rome at 'all 
but was part of the Oreek 
church 


and try to prove this statement by 
asserting that mlssJonar1eF,f romfllome 
had been driven out of Ireland pre- 
vious to St. Patrick's coming and It 
Is not probable that they would so 
soon havo received another from the 
sama source. 


Which ever Is right It is a 
truth 


today that tho followers of St. Pat- 
rick are true to the Church of Rome 
and no mater what part of the globe 
they go to their first thought Is their 
church and the next their home. 


In Ireland St. Patrick's day Is the 


day of days religiously and nationally. 
Always occurring In Lent, it Is tho 
only day during that pcrlo.-i on which 
marriages of Catholics can bo can- 
nonically solemnized. 
If 
tho 
day 


falls on Friday, meat Is always eaten, 
not by church dispensation, but by 
the custom of one of St. Patrick's 
own miracles. 
The good saint was 
going to preach In a distant district 
on Friday, and entering a house on 
his way. asked for dinner. 
There 


was no flsh and the good woman of 
the house felt 
deeply 
chagrined. 
Noticing pieces of tempting 
bacon 


hung around. St. Patrick requested 


• the cook to bring a tub of water, and 
launching a piece of the bacon Into 
the water with his own hand, be- 
hold a fine flsh swam around, which 
the housewife, much 
relieved, pre- 


pared for dinner. U Is said this mir- 
acle Is still practised In some parts 
of Ireland, the bacon 
being 
called 


"St. Patrick's flsh" and the faithful 
always bear testimony that It "tastes 
Just like 
flsh."

Miracle of the Snakes 


One miracle attributed to St. Pat- 
rick, however, was Inspired less by 
supernatural than human design. A. 
spirit of rivalry existed In those days 
between the Celts of Scotland 
and 


Ireland, of which 
the two >. patron 
saints partook, and many a time St. 
Patrick repaired 
to 
the 
northern 
coast to do some act of his saintly 
power against Scotland, but the alert 
St. Andrew was always on the watch 
on the Scottish shore and frustrated 
the Intention 
of St. Patrick. 
His 


opportunity came, however, on one 
Sunday 
morning while St. Andrew 


was going up from Sterling to Aber- 
deen to dedicate a church. 
Taking 


advantage of this, tho wily Irish saint 
gathered alt tho snakes In Ireland 
on the shore of Antrim and

them across the narrow Irish sea Into 
St. Andrew's land, and St. 
Andrew 


and all his Scotch brothers have not 
been able to this day to unload them. 
St. Patrick though not a polished

effort In this lino was when the pa- 
gan king asked him to expound the 
mystery of the trinity. 
He Instant- 


ly plucked the trefoil nt his feet and 
held It up to the confused gaze of the 
monarch. 
Thus the shamrock be- 
came the emblem of Ireland.
